Proof of the 
Recession 


IF PROOF were needed that 
Britain is in the grip of a 
recession one only has to look 
at the latest report from 
IBCA the bank rating 
agency. 

It reveals that banks have far 
heavier debts now than they 
did in the recession of the 
early Eighties with the 
Midland Bank worse off 
setting aside £141 million 
against bad debts for its 
domestic lending or 1.18% of 
the total. 

The report blames some 

of the bad debts on the antics 
of the City with financial 
engineering such as 
managerial buyouts playing 
havoc with British industry 
from where much of the debt 
originates. 

The IBCA concludes that 
even though the domestic 
outlook is bleak the Banks 
will survive because unlike in 
the 1980s they no longer have 
large unprovided Third World 
debt portfolios threatening 
them.

Since independence in 1947 
wifeburning has been on the 
increase, although figures are hard 
to come by as it is still officially 
illegal. Cabinet Minister Kalvi 
admitted to at least 22 cases of 
public ritual wife-burning since 
independence. 


BRUTALLY

Though this blockade was 
clearly effective President 
Bush, like another leader now 
46 years deceased, declared 
that his patience was 
exhausted and that he had 
decided to move the goalposts 
yet again and drive Iraq from 
Kuwait by force. This involved 
the destruction of almost all the 
infrastructure of Iraq; its roads, 
its sewers, its power supplies, 
its medical facilities, its water 
supplies; in fact just about 
everything that made civilised 
life possible. 


It is now conveniently 
forgotten that none of this was 
ever sanctioned by the so- 
called coalition or the so-called 
United Nations. There was 
never any consent given for the 
destruction and 
dismemberment of Iraq nor for 
the killing of thousands of its 
citizens nor any plan to do so 
save in the Americans’ own 
hidden agenda, tailored to 
maintain Israel as the dominant 
military power in the Middle 
East. 


Now American forces occupy 
Southern Iraq. They have 
promised to go no farther as a 
sop to their ‘‘coalition 
partners’.
